DEATHS: Gabriel Heatter, 82, on march 30. The newscaster used to op- 
en every broadcast during the dark days of world War II with "Ah yes, 
there's good news tonight." "Bad news was so overwhelming then that I 
felt someone had to combat it, so I would search the news dispätches 
for just one gleam of hope," he said recently...Actress Jarilyn Max- 
well was found dead at age. 49 on-March 20, 1972. Migs Maxwell was proud 
of being a "straight: woman" for comedians such äs B Hope, Jack Benny, 
and Jerry Lewis... Gene Carroll died at age 74, March 5, 1972. Gene Car- 
roll. was one of the most unique performers on radio. He began his sir 
career at WLS in Chicago where he was teamed with Jack Grady and billed 
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ae "Jack and Gene." They moved on to WLW at Cincinnati where they were 
joined by Rush Ford as a comedy singing trio and made their air debut 
there on August 19, 1930. Jeck Grady lost his voice and gave up the bus- 
iness. Rush Ford left the act to become a solo, "Old Man Sunshine."... 
Carroll next teamed up with singer, Glenn Rowell and they began their 
famous "Jake and Lena" braadcasts. Carroll portrayed both title char- 
acters, a couple who ran a boarding house where Glenn Lived and played 
piano. Their sign on tune was " " (I'll ask this in my quiz this 
month.). The team split in the late hots and Rowell moved on to ?outh 
Dakota where he continued to work in radio. He died in 1965...är. Car- 
roll remained in Cleveland and was host of a weekly television show 
beginning in 1948. His show was an hour-long amateur show aired on Sun- 
days. He helped many talented youngsters move in theatrical circles.

THE TAPE DECK: Cassettes: I misquoted Ed Peck last month when I said 
he thought cassettes were a poor way to store tape and were poor mas- 
ters. Ed had just had problems with one traders who didn't watch the 
volume controls carefully...This topic has been discussed at length 
before...Bob Proctor writes: "Cassettes stored too long without pläy- 
ing on 1/4-mil tape have a tendency to accumulate crosstalk, ‘this and. 
the inherent hiss from 1-7/8 1.p.s. playback/record make them a very 
poor means for storing your m&trrial. Provided the recipient of the 
cassette has an SEA unit of Dolbby unit, however, this cun be overcome 
somewhat (as far as hiss goes) to provide an adequate dub if the cas- 
sette master has no crosstalk."...Peter Huckel writes: "I have been 
collecting on cassettes for 18 months and use them as masters. I use 
BASF tape for cassette masters and have a good Bell and Howell cassette 
system. Cassettes are more convenient for making up custom tapes. I 

use nothing but C60 cassettes which are 30 minutes to a side. So I 

only might have to rewind one cassette to reach the show I want. Cas- 
sette equipment quality today will match any reel deck on the market 

as far as radio shows are concerned. And in the near future will match 
good stereo fidelity as well. And with the Doloy circuits, cassettes : 
might even surpass reels. I have been trading for about 6 months now 
and have had no complaints as to program quality. I even trade single 
shows with traders on cassettes even when I am trading with them reg- 
ularly on reel. Cassettes do cost more and take more room to store but . 
I think the ease of handling, convenience, and size (compared with 7" 
reels) override this!..Dolby Units: More comments: Bob Proctor says: 
"The AN-180 has a +0HZ tone generator which is a good way to adda 
Maximum playback volume level indicator to tapes. This helps in dubbing, 
provided that the level of the tape was carefully monitored so it did 
not exceed the playback volume of the tone."...Chuck Kalen writes: 
"Noise level can be eliminated from a tape using an Advent Dolby B Unit. 
There are a few techniques that can be used to do this, but it matters 
what type of distortion you are trying to eliminate. For people with a 
Dolby B Unit, playing a tape through the Dolby channel that has not 
been Dolbyized will eliminate tepe hiss and low frequency sound. A 
murky tape, if Dolbyized and tren played through normal playback, 
should sound fresher and sharccr. This won't work across the board, 

But if coupled with an Advent ProGuency Balance Control and patience, 

. a program can be raised one to two quality levels."...3hemrock Tape: 
Ernie Hack writes: "The last batch of Shamrock all ran short. "...Dave 
Riseman says: "I was pleased except for the last batch. The tan colored 
tape (not the shiny black) seemed to be slit too wide and it carried 
over the rollers instead of through then. The receiving machine would 
show pick-up but when I audited the tpas as I do for each trade, there 
were long dead spots."
